Mr. Springer Holds the Floor 
Against Mckinley. 


WasHIncton, January 30.—[Special.]—Dic- 
tator Reed’s arbitrary and unjust ruling of 
yesterday was confirmed today by another 
ezarish decision of the Mongolian-faced despot. 

Butit was not until the wild scenes of 
yesterday were re-enacted, with even more 
vigor, and Reed was denounced as more kinds 
of scoundrels than can possibly exist. 

The fight. opened on the approval of the 
journal, when many democrats called for re- 
cognition, but the ezarish ruler refused to hear. 
Hie refused to entertain an appeal. The battle 
then opened. 

“T denounce it,” thundered Mr. Bland, as 
hie ran down the aisle, “as an outrage, and I 
denounce you,” shaking his fist at Reed as an 
infamous tyrant.’’ 

DENOUNCED BY BRECKINRIDGE. 

Then down the aisle and right up to the 
speaker, ran the plucky Breckinridge, of Ken- 
tucky, to denounce the gag rule which the 
speaker has applied as ‘‘usurpatory, revolution- 
ary and unjust.”’ 

With this the democrats arose from their 
seats, jumped into chairs, and called wildly in 
derision. The galleries joined them, while 
froin the republican side and the negro gallery 
came back hisses. It was the wildest of wild 
scenes. Every man on the democratic side 
was infuriated, and cheered like they were 
going into battle. 

During all this, Reed stood like a great giant 
with asinile on his face looking down upon 
the house, a Nero fiddling while the conflagra- 
tion raged. Then he rapped his gavel and 
calied for order.

Reed rapped and 
called for order time after time, but Springer 
was not to be choked off. As a last resort the 
tyranical giant called upon the sergeant-ats 
arms to maintain order. But that officer did

Speaker Reed Casting the Votes of All the 
Democrats. 

WASHINGTON, January 30.—The galleries of 
the house were crowded to their utmost ca- 
pacity long before noon today by the spectators 
anticipating a resumption of the contest of 
yesterday. Nor were they disappointed, for as 
the clerk read the journal in the usual manner 
Omitting the detailed vote by yeas and nays on 
the question of consideration against the con- 
tested election case, Mr. Breckinridge, of

Kentucky, rose and demanded the reading of 
the full vote. 

Aftera moment’s hesitation the speaker 
directed this to be done. 3 

_ This having been completed, Mr. Breckin- 
ridge demanded the reading of the names of 
those not voting, and the speaker ordered this 
to be done also. 

Then Mr. Springer, of Illinois, demanded 
the reading in full of the statement of the 
speaker, giving grounds for his ruling yester- 
fay, and the clerk proceeded to read accord- 
ngly. 

‘he reading of the journal haying been com- 
pleted, Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, moved that 
the journal be approved, ana upon that motion 
demanded the previous question. 

_ Mr. Blanchard, of Louisiana, was immedi- 
ately on his feet, rising to a question of per- 
sonal privilege relating to the journal, but the 
speaker declined to recognize him on the 
ground that a demand for the previous ques- 
tion Was pending. 

Mr. Springer, of Illinois, moved an adjourn- 
ment and demanded the yeas and nays. 

While the vote was being taken on ordering 
them, Mr. Springer stated that his object was 
to allow the committee on rules to prepare a 
code of rules. , 

One hundred and twenty-four members rose 
to the demand of the yeas and nays. The 
speaker declared this to be a sufficient number 
and directed the clerk to call the roll. 

MR. BLAND INDIGNANT. 

Mr. Biand, of Missouri, moved to consider 
the vote by which the yeas and nays were or- 
dered, but the speaker declined to recognize 
him, whereupon Mr. Bland shouted, amid so 
much confusicn that his words were not fully 
audible to many persons: 

_“You are the meanest tyrant that ever pre- 
sided over a legislative body, and I de- 
nounce—”’ 

_ The remainder of the sentence was drowned 
in a wave of cheers from the democratic side. 

The scenes of yesterday were resumed and 
the house was again in an uproar over the 
Same decision of the speaker in counting a 
quorum, and nearly every member on the dem- 
ocratic side was on his feet, shouting and 
shaking his hand at the speaker. The scene 
resembled a riot. 

Before the vote was announced the speaker 
directed the clerk to record the following 
naines of membersas present and not voting: 

Messrs. Breckinridge, of Arkansas; Carlisle, 
Clements, Crain, Crisp, Culberson, Dockery, 
Enloe, Goodnight, Hemphill, Hooker, Kf- 
gore, Lane, McCreary, McMillin, Montgomery, 
Moore, of Texas; Oates and Outhwaite. 

Mr. Chipman, of Michigan, raised a burst of 
laughter by his complaint that he had been 
present and not voting, and that his name was 
not upon the speaker’s list. 

The speaker then announeed the vote to 
stand, yeas 160, nays 1, (Mr. Buckalew), and 
added: 

‘Which, in addition to the gentlemen pres- 
ent, constitute a quorum and the previous 
question is ordered.” 

This brought forth a storm of applause from 
the republican side. 

MR. CRISP RISES. 

Mr. Crisp wished to appeal from the de- 
cision, but the speaker sided with the point of 
order raised by Mr. McKinley that appeal was 
not in order, as another appeal was pending. 

Mr. Springer made the point of order that 
no quorum had voted, and said that if the 
speaker so decided he would take an appeal. 

The Speaker—And the chair deciines to en- 
tertain the appeal of the gentleman from 
Illinois. ie on the republican side 
and hisses from the democrats. ] 

Then amid wild cheering on the democratic 
side, Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, rushed 
down the aisle, and standing in front of the 
speaker, exclaimed: , 

“From that we appeal. Thereis no appeal 
pending. There was an appeal yesterday, but 
this is a different appeal, because the speaker 
is assuming that the house will sustain his 
decision of yesterday, and so is carrying, by his 
own vote today, the decision he has made. It, 
therefore,does not come within the rule as stated 
by the gentleman from Ohio, (McKinley) and 
the gag law, which that gentleman, with the 
help of the speaker, has applied today, is 
usurpatory, revolutionary and corrupt.”’ 

THE HOUSE IN AN UPROAR. 

Cheer after cheer rose from the democratic 
side, mingled with hisses from the republicans 
until the house resembled a perfect bedlam. 

In the midst of the tumult the speaker 
stated the question to be on motion to approve 
the journal, and the yeas and nays having 
been ordered, he directed the clerk to call the 
roll. 

Owing to the confusion, many of the demo- 
cratic members did not understand the ques- 
tion as put by the chair, and another scene of 
excitement ensued, dozens of members arising 
and demanding to know what they were to vote 
upon. The speaker attempted in vain to re- 
store order, though one democrat was heard to 
shout, above the turmoil, that he was as much 
in order as the speaker. 

A lull occurred, however, when Mr. Carlisle 
arose and asked that the roll call would be 
suspended until order was restored. Several 
members did not understand the question. 
The speaker re-stated the question, and the 
vote resulted—yeas, 162; nays, 1 

The speaker declared the motion carried, and 
directed the clerk to enter it on the journal. 

The following is the names of members pres- 
ent, but-not voting: 

Messrs. Bankhead, Breckinridge, Carlisle, 
Clements, Compton, Cain, Crisp, Culberson, 
Goodnight, Hayes Hooker, Lane, Lawler, 
Martin of Texas; McAdoo, McRae, Mont- 
gomery, Morgan, O’Ferrall and Tillman. 

Mr. Springer raised the point of no quorum, 
but the speaker declined to recognize him, and 
instead recognized Mr. McKinley, to discuss 
the appeal taken from the decision of the 
speaker yesterday. 

Mr. McKinley attempted to proceed, but 
Mr. Springer was not to be silenced and amid 
much confusion continued to address the 
chair. He insisted upon his right to be heard 
declaring, amid much noise and confusion, 
that the speaker must recognize him when 
rising to the point of order that no quorum had 
voted. 

SPRINGER IS RECOGNIZED. 

The speaker ignored Mr. Springer, and re- 
peated several times his recognition of Mr. 
McKinley, once telling Mr. Springer to take 
his seat ; but Mr. Springer stood upon his rights, 
and finally, by his pertinacity, secured recog- 
nition. He then proceeded to argue that even 
though the journal had been approved, it was 
in order fag him to move a correction, and he, 
therefore, moved to correct it by striking out 
the list of members erry and not voting. 

The speaker stated that this was a question 
of recognition, and that he had already recog- 
nized the gentleman from Ohio. _ : 

Mr. McKinley then proceeded with bis argu- 
ment. The speaker had aright, he contended, 
to proceed to note thaf“thirty or thirty-five 
members who had refused to vote on the roll 
cail, were present in their seats. The consti- 
tution did not declare that a majority of the 
members who answered to their names, should 
constitute a quorum. It was not decided how 
the question of a majority should be deter- 
mined. That was left tothe house, and the 
house left it to the speaker. Under the general 
parliamentary law, the spefker had the right 
to count the members, and if there was no 
quorum, to stop all business. The principle 
was distinctly established that the presiding 
officer might get the count, and it was his duty 
to count the number of members who might 

resent to constitute a quorum. 
he gentleman from Kentucky (Mr. Carlisle) 
had declared that under the speaker’s decision, 
one representative could pass a bill with 167 
members sitting in their seats in silence. 
he could, and so he ought to. 
M’KINLEY AND CARLISLE. 

The debate took the form of a dialogue be- 
tween Messrs. McKinley and Carlisle as to 
what would be the effect of the present ruling 
in case of action upon a bill vetoed by the

the framers of the constitution, or it would 
have been explicitly provided for. He admitted 
that the republicans—himself among them— 
had often resorted to similar tactics, but he had 
never done so without feeling ashamed of him- 
self afterwards. If the gentlemen on the other 
side were going to have a revolution, let them 
have it in the proper way and get 
out of the house. [Applause on the republican 
side.] They had no 
the republicans who were here and ready to 
do business and call them.revolutionists. The 
democrats wanted the journal to declare a lie 
The republicans wanted the journal to de- 
clare the truth. [Applause.] This contro- 
versy was to determine whether;the majority 
should rule and govern, or be subject to the 
tyrany of the minority. 

After long speeches on opposite sides of the 
uestion by Messrs. Turner, of Georgia, and 
sutterworth, of Ohio, Mr. McKinley moved 

to lay on the table the appeal from the speak- 
er’s decision. . 

Shouts of disapproval were heard ow the 
deinocratic side, but Mr. McKinley persisted 
in his motion, and Mr. Springer moved, at 5 
p. m., that the house adjourn. 

On arising vote the result was announced 
as yeas 124, noes 149. ome 

hen Mr. Springer demanded the yeas .and 
nays, and when they were called the result 
Was announced as yeas 145, nays 161. 

So the house refused*to adjourn, and the 
question recurred on the motion tolay the 
appeal on the table, on which question the 
yeas and nays were demanded from the demo- 
cratic side. rf 

The clerk proceeded with the call, no demo- 
crat responding, and most of them leaving 
their seats and retiring tothe cloakroom. 

The speaker, however, followed the roll call, 
and noted down the names of the democrats 

resent but not voting. The non-voting mem- 
ers Were again called for, as is the custom, 

but still no democrat responded. 

When the vote was completed the speaker 
took the returns from the tally clerk and said: 

‘The clerk will record the following names 
of members present and declining to vote and 
be read the names as Messrs. Bland, Brickner, 
Carlisle, Clark, of Alabama; Crisp, Culberson, 
Enloe, Flower, Geissenhainer, Goodnight, 
Herbert, Holman, Lane, Lanham, Mansur, 
McAdoo, McMillin, MéRae, Paynter, Spenola, 
Springer, Stewart, of Georgia; Stone, of Ken- 
tucky; Tillman, Turner, of Georaia, and 
Wheeler of Alabama. 

He then announced the vote as 162 yeas and 
none in the negative and declared that the

ADJOURNMENT THE REMEDY. 

There were shouts of “‘no quorum” and ex- 
clamations of indignation on the democratic 
side, but in the midst of the turmoil and up- 
roar, the speaker recognized Mr. McKinley for 
a motion to adjourn, put it and declared it 
carried, but before he left the chair came 
shouts of‘shame”’ from excited democrats. He 
paused long enough to give Mr. Springer a 
chance tosay that he had demanded the yeas 
and nays. 

The speaker said he had heard no request 
for the yeas and nays, but if the gentleman 
from Illinois said that he rose in lis place and 
called for them, the speaker would recognize 
the demand, and so Mr. Springer had the poor 
satisfaction of having the yeas and nays called 
with the result, yeas 194, nays 57, and so the 
house at 6:35 adjourned until tomorrow. 

The republicans are jubilant at their suc- 
cess and the democrats correspondingly de- 
pressed.

“But,” said he, ‘‘lo, the negro again bobs up 
serenely, (laughter,) and for his sake today 
we are threatened, not only with political 
agitation (disastrous in itself) but with a ser- 
vile war, whose weapons shall be the mid- 
night torch and assasin’s dagger, and whose 
vi¢tims shall be sleeping women and children.”’

He would willingly 
submit that proposition to any impartial, fair- 
minded man, who understood the English 
language. He would even leave the decision 
of the matter to the senator from Kansas, him- 
self, if his answer was to be given not in the 
senate, but in a court of justice, 
where he would be bound by his oath to tell 
the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth. The senator had an undoubted 
right to use a newspaper’s paragraph when he 
thought to injure a political opponent, but no 
such methods of dealing with great public 
questions were becoming. He (Mr. Hampton) 
had never made such an utterance as was 
quoted. He had never seen or heard of it till 
he read in the Record the report of the senator’s 
speech. He had never, fora moment, enter- 
tained a feeling, nor had a wish that his colored 
fellow friends should be exterminated. Such 
a sentiment was repugnant to all sense of hu- 
manity. It was abhorrent inits conception. 
It was foreign to every thought- he ever enter- 
tained or expressed in regard to that people, 
and he disclaimed, emphatically, the advocacy 
of such a savage and horribie policy. The 
only two authoritative expressions of his 
views that had been made public were in the 
Washington Evening Star and in the Charles- 
ton News and Courier. In regard to the first, 
he remembered that a very intelligent young 
gentleman had asked his opinion on various 
matters of public importance as he was passing 
through the city, and, searching the files of 
the Star, he found that his young friend had 
published in very terse and graceful language 
that interview. 

Mr. Hampton quoted the publication on 
which he said that an extensive exodus of ne- 
groes from the south would work an incon- 
venience but no injury, and that he would 
gladly see thecolored people go elsewhere and 
would be willing to suffer the consequent re- 
duction of representation. The paragraph in 
the Charleston News and Courier was in the 
shape of his reply to acircular submitted to 
several members of congress asking their opin- 
ion of Mr. Butler’s bill and was to the effect 
that although he had not read the bill, he was 
most earnestly in favo1 ofany measure looking 
to that end. It was not, he 
said, hostility to the negroes that 
prompted this general feeling in his state. The 
feeling exis among the blacks even toa 
greater degree than among the whites. The 
native Afncan who knew the white man in 
his own country, only by a deed of cruelty 
painted the devil white, and wherever the 
negro held sway, he jealously excluded all 
white men from praticipation in governmental 
affairs. 

QUOTING INGALLS’S WORDS. 

Mr. Hampton turned the tables against Mr. 
Ingalls by quoting from THe ATLANTA Con- 
STITUTION the following extract:

At the conclusion of Mr. Hampton’s speech, 
the bill went over without action, and after a 
short executive session, the senate, at 4:25, 
adjourned till Monday. 


GEORGE TOBLER HANGED. 


He Murdered a Rival Suitor for the Smiles of 
an Abandoned Woman. 

Fort Suiru, Ark., January 30.—[Special.] 
George Tobler was hanged in the United 
States jail today, for the murder of Irving 
Richmond, in the Indian territory, last April. 
Tobler was to have been hung two weeks’ ago, 
with eight ot'wr Indian territory murderers, 
but was gra ted a respite. The president, 
however, refused to interfere further, and the 
law took its ,urse. Tobler ate a hearty 
breakfast this*morning, and remained cheer- 
ful to the last. He listened attentively to the 
reading of the death warrant, and the prayers 
of the minister, and then walked out of his 
cell smoking a cigar, and mounted the scaffold 
with an air of perfect indifference. At 11:10 
the trap was sprung by George Maledon, the 
boss hangman of the age, and George Tobler 
dropped where eight other Indian territory 
murderers had expiated the penalty of their 
crimes. His neck was broken and he died with- 
out a struggle. 

Previous to leaving his cell Tobler prepared 
a written statement denying any Knowledge 
of the murder for which ee was to be hung. 
He protested his innocence to the last and 
died game. About one hundred persons wit- 
nessed the hanging. Among them were three 
se from the territory, acquaintances of 

obler. 


THE STORY OF THE CRIME. 

George Tobler was convicted September Ist 
of the murder of Irving Richmond, another 
negro, on the night of April 30, 1889. The 
killing occurred near Scullyville, Choctaw na- 
tion, ata negro dance. The evidence was all 
circumstantial, but asill feeling had existed 
between Tobler and Richmond, suspicion 
pointed to him as the guilty man. These men 
had been rival suitors for the affections of a 
white woman of doubtful character who lived 
over in Poteau bottom. Tobler went into the 
room one night where Richmond siept, it is 
supposed, for the purpose of killing him, but 
was discovered in time to preventit. He then 
went to a neighbor’s to borrow a pistol for the 
purpose of killing Richmond, but failed to get 
one. 

On the night of the dance Richmond was 
leaning against the side of the door playing 
the fiddle when he was shot dead from some 
unseen fce outside. It was discoveyed that 
George Tobler was missing, and he was called 
several times before he responded. When 
asked where he had been he told several 
different stories—said he had been asleep 
under his mule and hadnot heard the shot. 
Then he said he had heard the shot but did 
not know who fired it, but subsequently stated 
that he saw a man step upon the porch and 
shoot Richmond. A Winchester ritle, which 
one of the attendants of the dance had left on 
a bed on the porch, was gone thiat- night and 
was found next day in the weeds near the 
house with one empty cartridge shell in the 
barrel. 

THE RESPITE GIVEN. 

George Tobler and Charies H. Bullard were to 
have been hanged here with six other Indian 
territory murderers, but on the day before 
the executioh were respited by 4Ahe president 
for two weeks in order to enable him to further 
investigate their cases. 

He granted Bullard a commutation of sen- 
tence to fmprisOnment for life at the house vf 
correction at Detroit, Mich., but notwithstand- 
ing the earnest efforts of Tobler’s attorneys to 
secure a commutation for him, the president 
declined to interfere in his case. 


DAY TURNS UP AGAIN. 


This Time in the Role of a Forger Instead of 
a Groom. 

Rareicu, N.C., January 30.—{Special.]— 
Some days ago there occurred at Henderson, 
N. C., what was termed a romance. A man 
named C. E. Day, from Pennsylvania, adver- 
tised fora wife. A young lady from Missis- 
sippi answered, and a correspondence ensued. 
This led toan engagement. The parties met 
at Henderson, and as soon as they had seen 
each other were married. Very shortly after- 
ward Day was arrested on a charge of forgery, 
and was carried to Clarksville, Va., but man- 
aged to get clear. 

There is another chapter to this story. 
Yesterday Day reappeared at Oxford, 
aud on the plea that he was 
hungry and without money, induced a 
firm to give him a written order on a restaur- 
ant gor food. Having the signature of this 
firm, he forged it toa check and passed it. 
The forgery was soon discovered, and a war- 
rant was issued for Day’sarrest. A policeman 
found him concealed in a car of a feonstruction 
train. He was committed to jail and this 
morning the case was sent on to the grand 
jury. Day is about thirty-five years of age, 
and hails from Philadelphia. His wife is a 
pretty woman and quite young. 


HACKED HIS OWN THROAT. 


A Horrible Event in a South Carolina Court- 
room, 


CHARLESTON, S. C., January 30.—{Special.] 
A horrible story comes from Holly Hill, 
Orangeburg county, in this state. Richard 
Goodwin, an old negro, cnt hisown throat in 
court, while being tried for rape and incest. 
The trouble grew out of the fact that one of 
his daughters swore out an affidavit against 
him for rape. Trial Justice Whetsell, of 
Orangeburg county, issued a warrant against 
him, had him arrested, and was having a pre- 
liminary hearing when, at the conclusion of 
his daughter’s evidence, he drew his “‘Barlow”’ 
knife and began to hack away at his own 
throat. None of the bystanders interfered 
with him, or made an attempt to stay his hand. 
The would-be suicide was allowed to hack at 
his throat, and to bleed for about fifteen min- 
utes, when somebody started for a doctor and 
the coroner. Neither official was found, and 
at the last accounts the old man was still 

leeding, but was alive. Neitherthe coroner 
nor the doctor had been heard from.

THE BANK CLOSED. 


THE OLD SIXTH NATIONAL IW 
TRUUBLE, 


President Leland Sells Ont His Interest and 
the New President aad Directors Rem 
Things Wildly. 


New Yor«, January 30.—Lenox Hil! bank 
has suspended payments. It is controlled by 
the same parties who last week bought control 
of the Sixth National bank of this city, which 
had already been closed by the bank examiner. 
Knowledge of the relation of the twoinstitutions 
caused a run onthe Lenox which it was un- 
able to meet. 

Frederick D. Tappen, president of the Gale 
latin National bank, and a member of the 
clearing-house committee, gave the following 
statement toa reporter this morning: After 


| President Leland sold his interest in the Sixth 


National bank, the directors were requested to 
resign, which they did one by one, their 
places being filled by new men. The board of 
directors, however, has not been legally or 
ganized since. They could not legally elect a 
president because none of the new directors 
had taken the oath of office which is a requi- 
site before any legal action of any kind could 
be taken by the board. The election of P. J. 
Claassen was, therefore, void. 
CLAASSEN TAKES THE BONDS. 

Immediately on assuming the office of preg 
ident of the bank, Mr. Claassen made loans of 
$60,000 each secured by stock of Lenox Hill 
bank, (a very poor security,) and then wen’ 
down to the safe deposit vaults in the National 
Park bank and abstracted therefrom first-class 
railroad bonds of the par value of $622, 
These bonds he placed in the hands of a man 
named George H. Pell for sale. Pell was 
formerly a partner in the firm of Groveston & 
Pell, stock brokers, who failed in August, 1887. 
The cashier of the Sixth National bank (Col- 


' sen) became alarmed at the extraordinary pros 


ceedingsof the new president and directors, 
and he came down to the clearing house, met 
the clearing-house committee and gave the 
startling information already narrated. 
TURNED OVER TO AN OFFICER. 

After a very careful deliberation of the 
whole matter, the clearing-house committee 
immediately reached the conclusion that the 
bank should be placed in the hands of a gove 
ernment official at once. <A. B. Hepburn, 
national bank examiner, was sent for and the 
facts communicated to him, with the request 
that he would take charge of the concern the 
following morning and investigate the charges 
made by Mr. Colsen, the cashier, against the 
officers and directors. This examination took 
place yesterday and fully confirmed the state- 
ment made by the cashier. The Cclearin 
house committee visited the Sixth National 
bank yesterday afternoon and having verified, 
by personal examination, the facts already 
stated, telegraphed to the comptroller of cur- 
rency at Washington that the bank would 
not be permitted to exchange throu 
the clearing house this morning, and that t 
new board of direetors should have no further 
control over the assets of that institution. 

The bank examiner, after discovering that 
bonds for $622,000 had been taken out of the 
safe deposit vaults, demanded of the putative 
president (Claasson) that they should be at 
once returned or their equivalent in cash at 
the full market value. The examiner, by his 
— t action, succeeded in getting back $201,-

back the examiner checks for $382,000. These 
checks fe!l shortcf the market value of the 
abstracted securities $140,000. None of the 
checks, however, have been paid, and they are 
being protested this morning. . 
STATEMENT OF THB BANK’S CONDITION. 

Early this evening, A. B. Hepburn, United 
States bank examiner, whe is in charge of the 
affairs of the Sixth National bank, made a 
statement of his examination up to that time. 
He said the missing bonds have not yet 
found. Their par value is $421,000, and 
the market value $482,466. Upon 
that had been paid $50,000, leaving 
the deficit on account of the bonds 
$432,466. He has discovered, in his examina- 
tion, that there isin the bank aloan of $60,- 
000, secured by $65,000 of Equitable bank Stock. 
Another loan of $60,000, secured by $50,500 of 
Lenox Hill bank stock, and still another loan 
of $60,000. secured by 180 shares 
of Equitable bank stock; $23,000 worth of Em- 
pire Gas and Electric Light company bonds; 
$11,000 in stock of the St. Louis, New Orleans 
and Ocean Canal and Transportation com- 
pany, of New Jersey; $12,000 Carolina Cen- 
tral second mortgages, and $5,000 of Carolina 
third mortgages. The:amount to be realized 
on those loans, Mr. rma ages said, is. prob- 
lematical. They were, he said, very poorly 
secured. 

In addition to these loans, Mr. Hepburn 
found on hand $88.000 in protested paper of 
Pell and others of the alleged syndicate, of 
which amounts to $58,000. They came from 
the Lenox Hill bank. The other assets are 
reported to be all right, this being a statemen® 
of bad assets. Mr. Hepburn expects to com- 
plete his examiration tonigiit, and will at once 
make a specific report to the. comptroller a8 
Washington. 

THE DEPOSITORS SAFE. 

After this is done the usual course of ape 
pointing a receiver will be pursued. Mr. Hep- 
burn says from his examination he cannot see 
that the depositors are. inany danger. Evem 
if they were, he said, Charles A. Leland, ex- 
president of the bank, has authorized him te 
state that he will make good any deficit in the 
accounts of depositors. The examiner was 
very strong in this remarks con- 
cerning the mannerin which the steal was 
concocted and carried through. He gave vent 
to his feelings by saying it was the most scan- 
dalous case of bank wrecking in the history of 
the finance of the city. The Sixth National 
bank, he said, was at one time regarded as the 
strongest in the city. It was virtually a gilt- 
edged institution, and only a week ago its sur- 
plus amounted to $500,000. The stockholders 
of the bank are liabie to the amount of theiz 
stocks and for an assessment of an amouns 
equal to the par value of their holdings.

MORE MILITARY TALK. 


AMEMBEROBTHE GUARD EXPLAINS 
THE COMPANY'S ACTION 


And ‘Tells of the Crisis in the Company’s 
Affairs—The Rifles Pass Some Kesoiu- 
ticus—Other Military News. 


There was more military talk yesterday. 

The change in the captaincy of the Guard 
was still the great topic of conversation in 
military circles and outside of them, and var- 
ious views were advanced. 

“You see,”’ explained one of the prominent 
members of the Guard, “the affairs of 
the company had reached a_ crisis 
and to everybody who understood the situa- 
tion, the necessity of pfompt action was 
apparent. 

“In the first place, it should be understood 
that every member of the company has the 
greatest respect and admiration for Captain 
Hall. As 2 tactician and drillmaster, I doubt 
if he has his equal in Georgia, 
We admire and respect him 
as commander and asa man. But there is no 
use concealing the fact that there has been 
dissatisfaction in the company ever since the 
Piedmont Exposition drill. Captain Hall has 
not been able to get up any enthusiasm in the 
company since that time, and the boys have 
done next to nothing. The captain has been 
criticized. It has been the general complaint 
that he was simply the military instructor of 
the company, and nothing more; and you 
know how it is with members of such com- 
panies—they expect the captain to be one of 
thein. 

‘Well, there was dissatisfaction, as I say. 
Then came the rumor of the revival of 
the old Atlanta Cadets, with Captain 
Sneed at its head. The conservative members 
of the company saw that the revival 
of that company would be a hard blow at the 
Gaurd, for many of our boys were the warmest 
sort of admirers of Captain Sneed, and under 
the prevailing state of affairs would have gone 
with him. <A consultation with friends of the 
company outside, led to the conclusion that 
heroic action was necessary. The status of 
affairs was explained to Lieutenant Ellis and 
Lieutenant Goldsmith who at once 
tendered their resignations. Armed with these, 
a delegation was sent to Captain Hall. The 
situation was explained to him. He was sur- 
prised and doubtless felt badiy, but as soon as 
he ascertained that it was the wish of the com- 
pany he retired gracefully. The company 
passed resolutions of confidence and respect, 
and passed them unanimously. 

“Now a word about Captain Sneed. Cap- 
tain Sneed knew absolutely nothing about 
this movement until after the case 
had been Iaid before Captain Hall. The news- 
paper reports have been thought to imply dif- 
ferently, but the facts are as I state them. He 
was not spoken toon this subject until after 
Captain Hall had been seen. 

“The Guard is, we think, in excellent condi- 
tion. Captain Sneed isa fine officer, and we 
believe will prove just the right man for us.”’

About Change in Representation.—In view of 
the facts that the time is at hand forthe taking 
of anew census, and that representation in the 
state legislature is based upon the constantly 
changing relative populations of the various 
counties, a great deal of interest is felt, in several 
counties, about possible changes to be brought 
about by census returns. The state constitution 
declares that the six most populous counties shall 
be entitled to three representatrves each and 
the twenty-six coming next in population to 
two representatives each. By the legislature, that 
meets first after the census is taken, an apportion- 
ment act shall be passed, naming the first six, and 
the next twenty-six counties. Forexample, when 
the present constitution went into effect, Houston 
county was, by the then last census, one of the first 
sixin point. of population. The census of 1880 
showed that Floyd county had, since 1870, become 
ene of the first six, and that Houston had dropped 
toseventh place. So the legislature of 1880-’81 
passed an act that Floyd county should be entitled 
to three representatives, and that Houston, 
which had had three, should have only two. Ever 
since then this act has been of force, and in 
the icgislature that assembles this fall Floyd will 
have three representatives and Houstontwo. But 
the next legislature, before their term expires, in 
*91, will have the census figures and passa new ap- 
portionment act, and changes made will affect the 
mext legislature—the one to be elected in ’92. 
Counties near the “‘dead-lines” are crowding close 
mow. Competition is sharp. Strangers are wel- 
come. Even the darkies are received, figuratively, 
with open arms. Every county, with 
any chance at coming in the first six 
or the next twenty-six, is scheming to 
increase the population. By the last census 
the hindmost of the twenty-six was Putnam, and 
the next was Morgan—an adjoining county. Now 
the Morgan county people claim to have more 
than Putnam, and say they are going to have two 
representatives in the legislature of ’92-’93, while 
Putnam must drop back to one representative. A 
lively local interest is felt in the matter. One

Where We Get Our Weather. 
From the New York Sun. 

One of the most striking features of the reports 
made by the storm-belated steamships, which ar- 
rived in port on both sides of the Atlantic on Sun- 
day, was the accounts of the huge icebergs and 
great fields of ice that they had encountered. 

More than a week ago there was a remarkable 
change in the character of the weather here, and 
since then the weather maps shows that storms 
crossing this country have resumed their normal 
course. One ofthe explanations offered to ac- 
count for the unusual meteorological conditions 
that prevailed during the first half of the winter, 
was that there had been some influence at 
work in the Arctic region, such as a huge 
ice barrier between Greenland and the mainland, 
which had deflected or arrested the cold Labrador 
current, that permitting the warm gulf waters to 
extend beyond their ordinary limits in the north 
Atlantic. In mentioning this theory a week ago 
the Sun remarked that if unusual quantities of 
fce should be encountered by Atlantic steamships 
coincidently with a continuance of normal, or 
nearly normal weather conditions in this country, 
a strong confirmation of the theory wonld thus 
be furnished, because the fragments of a broken 
ice barrier inthe north would inevitably float 
southward.

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CRIME IN BIBB. 


THE PRESENTMENTS OF THE GRAND 
JURY, 


Anonymous Information as to Criminals 
Not Wanted—The Prevalence of Gamb- 
ling—Firing of Guns on Holidays. 


Macon, Ga., January 30.—[{Special.]—The 
grand jury read its presentments today and 
were discharged by Judge Miller with the 
thanks of the court. 

The presentments were rather lengthy. The 
following extracts are made, as of most inter- 


est to the public: 

We especially desire to call the attention of our 

immediate representatives tothe delay in bring- 
‘ing to final issue, the cases of pérsons standing 
accused of murder and other grave charges, and 
to the expense to the county. When such trials 
are allowed to. consume so much time ,if the law 
does not provide against such delay, we ask that 
our representatives will frame and secure the 
passage of such a law as will give the desired re- 
lief. 
_ Wecondemn the practice of some of our jus- 
tices of the peace using their eourts as collecing 
agencies of bad debts, by allowing the settlement 
of criminal cases on insufficient grounds. 

Our public school system is a monument to our 
grand old state, and to this our county, in its lib- 
erality in giving an education to all classes. We, 
with open doors, invite all good people who have 
children to educate, and have not such advantages 
AS we possess, to move in our midst and share 
with us the benefits of our excellent colleges and 
free public schools. 

The subject of gambling has claimed the interest 
and efforts of this jury. A number of bills have 
been found for gambling and eee gaming 
houses. After finding true bills against these par- 
ties we found that we were in the same position as 
other — juries. While we had good reasons 
to believe that certain other jes kept 
gaming houses and gambled, we could not get 
sufficient evidence to convict, as we find the law is 
so framed that it is im ible to go any further 
unless some one will give voluntary information, 
and it is out of our power to force persons to 
testify unless a bill is drawn inst the party 
who has committed the offense. e, like our pre- 
decessors, have been the recipients of anonymous 
letters, giving information of crimes and casting 
strictures on the jury. Such communications 
cannot receive the deliberations of grand juries 
unless signed by some one who can bring suffi- 
cient proof to convict. 

We find a growing evil and one that should espe- 
cially receive the condemnation of all good citi- 
zens,viz. : the firing of pistols and guns during the 
festivities of our Christmas holidays. is evil 
was the direct cause of one death and considerable 
damage in December last, and we insist upon the 
fact t it is the imperative duty of the city 
officers to stop this practice in all parts of the city. 

The committee on hospitals and charities, after 
a thorough inspection of the Roff home, report 
that they have visited the home on three occasions 
—twice in December last, and once during the 
present month. On their first visit they found the 
wards in rather a bad condition in regard to clean- 
liness and comfort. On their next visit they 
found the condition much improved, and on their 
last visit they were glad to see that nearly all of 
the wards had been whitewashed and floors 
scoured, and allthem in fair condition, two of 
them receiving especial attention by one of the 
convalescent patients, showing that the present 
superintendent is trying to improve the home in 
every way possible ; ewer tip the grounds and 
growing all vegetables needed for the patients and 
raising their pasturage for the milch cows, hogs, 
etc. The committee are thoroughly convinced 
that the great need of the home is competent 
nurses. Atleast two should be employed, one 
male and one female, as itis impossible for the 
superintendent, Mr. H. B. Callaway, to give to the 
sick the necessary attention. The help now ren- 
dered by the convalescent patients, on which he 
has to rely, is very uncertain and unreliable in 
cases of scrioussickness. They, therefore, recom- 
mend that the county commissioners employ at 
once two competent nurses. 

The books of the different county officers 
were examined and found to be cor-ect, and 
all the affairs of the officers in gcod condition.

WHO ROBBED THE SAFE? 


Mr. Pearson Comes to Macon fora Detec- 
tive. 

Macon, Ga., January 30.—[Special.]—THeE 
CONSTITUTION stated this morning that the 
safe of Mr. J. G. Pearson’s, at Gordon, was 
blown open on Tuesday night and robbed of 
several watches and a 
money, the two amounting 
$1,200. Mr. Pearson came to Macon 
today to engage a detective to work up the 
case. While here a negro named Dennis Bar- 
rett pointed out to Mr. Pearsons two white 
men at the depot who, the negro claimed, 
were in Gordon Tuesday night, acting in a sus- 
picious manner, Mr. Pearsons had the men 
arrested, but they were afterwards released as 
they were able to prove an alibi and establish 
a good character.

We Are All Americans. 

The appointment of Mr. Richard Guenther 
to be consul general for the United States in 
Mexico, recalls a notable speech he made at 
a time when a difiiculy over the Samoan af- 
fair appeared to be imminent between the 
United States and Germany. 

Speaking for the hundreds of thousands of 
American citizens of German birth, he 
paid: 

“We know as well as any other class of Ameri- 
fan citizens where our duties belong. We will 
work for our country in time of peace and fight 
for itin time of war, ifatime of war should ever 
come. When I say our country, I mean, of course, 
our adopted country. I mean the United States of 
America. After passing through the crucible of 
naturalization, we are are no longer Germans, we 
are Americans. Our attachement to America can 
mot be measured by the length of our residence 
here. Weare Americans from the moment we 
touch the American shore until we are laid in 
American graves. We will tight for America when- 
ever necessary. America first, last and all the 
time ; America against Germany ; America against 
the world; America,right or wrong; always Amer- 
ica. Weare Americans.” 


There is no doubt that these memorable 
words represented the sentiment of the peo- 
ple to whom and for whem he spoke. The 
sentiment was echoed and applauded by 
German-Americans throughout the country, 
and the man who voiced it has become a 
figure of natural prominence. 

It is well that these words were said, it is 
well that some one should arise occasionally 
to silence the alarmists who pretend that 
our free institutions are being gradually un- 
dermined by our Teutonic brethren. They 
would have us believe than an invasion more 
ruthless than that of the Norsemen in Eng- 
land is being conducted on this free @il in 
time of peace. Insiduously, they say, the 
landmarks of our political and religious faith 
are being worn away. 

Away with such nonsense, The best blood 
of earth is mingling here.. The best strains 
of the human family are uniting to forma 
sturdier anda greater race. Thesturdy Teu- 
ton, the indomitable Saxon and the sunny 
Celt here contribute their fine characteristics 
to the common stock of a race that will be 
better than them all. Macaulay looked to 
the time when a lone savage of the Pacific 
would view the ruins of democracy in Amer- 
fca, but a later and more enlightened phi- 

- losopher, who devoted years of his life to 
tracing the faltering steps of human pro- 
gress, hascome to the conclusion that in 
America the best races of the old world will 
unite to form a type of man higher and bet- 
ter than any the world has known, 

It is well to be reminded of these things 
eccasionally for the sowers of discord are 
everywhere present. The man who would 
“put asunder these whom providence has not 
‘divided by natural barriers is an enemy of 
his country and a fomenter of strife among 
vretheren. 


An Oriental Invasion. 

The western flow of population ebbs on 
the Pacific coast, and another tide meets it 
from the other side. The conflict between 
the westward andthe eastward streams of 
life, is one of the most interesting and im- 
portant of the times, 

By the treaty concluded afew months ago, 
Mexico gets more coxnmercial privileges 
from Japan than any country ever obtained. 
This treaty has just been si’pplemented by 
the establishment of a line ox steamers be- 
tween the two countries under @ franchise 
granted to Senor Salvador Malo. a million- 
aire merchant of the City of Mexico, The 
steamers Of this line enter the J apanese 


coast vessels of Japan, and have the privil- 


ege of 2 coastwise as well-asa _ trans-oceanic 
trade, 

The pleasant relations of the two countries 
in the last century will be more than re- 
newed, and Acapulco and other Pacific ports 
of Mexico will grow and flourish. 

All this is interesting to us as spectators, 
but it has more than a passing interest to 
the United States. A feature of the con- 
tract between the steamship company and 
the Mikado of Japan, is that emigrants shall 
be transported at reasonable rates. The re- 
sult of this is plain. Denied admission to the 
United States, the orientals will flock into 
Mexico, where they will for a time be gladly 
received. The Mexican n is about the 
poorest excuse fora laborer on earth, and 
the steady, economical Japanese will easily 
supercede him, and the Chinese will soon 
follow. 

The population of the world has reached 
the limit of its westward march on the Pacific 
coast, and béyond that it comes in contact 
with the oriental in his ancient and over- 
crowded home, where life is a burden and 
any change a relief. Whenthis country fills 
up, it will be a question which shall give 
way, the American or the oriental. The 
orientals are already on the aggressive, and 
they propose to solve the problem by coming 
to America. We have tried vainly to keep 
them off our coast, when they could only 
come through a few ports; it will bealmostim- 
possible to keep them out ofthe southwest, 
where our country joins Mexico for hundreds.

The large majority of 
the peon class shows that amalgamation is 
not so ditticuit there as it is among the Eng- 
lish speaking people. 

Mexico’s prize is not to be coveted, and it 
bodes no good for her neighbors.

He has declined offices higher in rank than 
this, and has filled others of equal dignity, 
but of no greater responsibility, with great 
firmness and ability.

The Silver Question. 

When the southern alliance men and the 
laboring men of the country, in their recent 
convention at St. Louis, insisted on the free 
coinage of silver, they formulated one of the 
most important issues of the day, and it is 
distinctly a democratic issue. The demo- 
cratic conventions, however, dominated for 
the most part by the eastern element, have 
heretofore fought shy of the issue, and Mr. 
Cleveland, in one of his messages, thought 
proper to advise the repeal of the compul- 
sory coinage act. There are other demo- 
crats, equally as prominent as Mr. Cleveland, 
who believe the one-metal theory, so that it 
cannot be said that the silverissue has de- 
veloped on party or partisan lines, Never- 
theless, ft is distinctly a democratic issue, 
and it will have to be aecepted as such by 
the next democratic convention, if that body 
makes its platform a perfectly rounded and 
complete affair. 

The discussion and agitation that will be 
among the results of the consideration of 
the Windom bill, is certain to emphasize the 
importance of the silver issue, and as the 
republican party: demonetized the metal in 
1873, and has skillfully opposed its complete 
remonetization ever since, the democratic 
party will have to go back to its old doctrine 
of bi-metalism. This is the people’s issue, 
and it must be taken up and fought to a 
finish by the people’s party. THr ConstTrI- 
TUTION, the Courier-Journal and other dem- 
ocratic newspapers, have been advocating the 
free coinage of silver for several years, but 
they have not, so to speak, made a_ serious 
campaign in that direction. It seems cer- 
tain, however, that such a campaign will be 
one of the instructive features of our politics 
in the near future, and it will be asuccessful 
campaign. 

The remedy which the gold-bugs propose 
for the remonetization of silver is to put a 
stop to the compulsory coinage of silver. 
This, they say, will have a terrible effect on 
the European powers that have already de- 
monetized silver. Those powers,according to 
the mono-metalists, will at-once perceive that 
their little game is blocked, and silver will 
be remonetized all over the world in a jiffy. 
The arguments of the mono-metalists in this 
country are not-worth the paper on which 
they are written, or the breath that is ex- 
pended in announcing them, as their state- 
ments in regard to the results of the com- 
pulsory coinage act clearlyshow. But waiv- 
ing this fact, and giving these arguments the 
valuethat these gold-bugs themselves set on 
them, why is it not true, if the mere repeal 
of the compulsory coinage act will startle 
Europe, that the complete remonetization of 
silver here, withthe mints open to the coin- 
age of the metal on the same terms with 
gold, will have a more salutary effect, by 
showing the powers of the old world that we 
propose to conduct the financial affairs of 
this country on the American and demo- 
cratic plan? ies.”

as silver bullion remains bélow the money 
value. Inthe first place, silver holds its old 
supremacy in India. Though it has been 
demonetized in the western world it has 
never lost its purchasing power in the east, 
where, either in coin or bullion shape, it has 
the full value of gold. The average price of 
wheat during the last twenty-five years has 
been about 2 rupees in silver all over the 
world. Before silver was demonetized in 
Europe a rupee was equal to 48 cents in gold, 
2 rupees being worth 96.cents in gold, They 
are still worth 96 cents dn geld in India, In 
the European markets a rupee of silver is 
worth 32 cents in gold, and 2 rupees are 
‘equal to 64 cents in gold. In India a bushel 
of wheat can still be bought for 2 rupees. of 
silver. The British traders buy 2 rupees of 
American silver for 64 cents, sends that to 
India and buys a bushel. of wheat, which 
immediately comes in competition with 
American wheat. 

Under these circumstances, why shouldn’ t 
the farmers of this country—why shouldn’t 
all. honest men, in fact, insist on the free 
coinage of silver? A more important issue 
could hardly engage their thoughts. 


Major Campbell Wallace. 

This grand old man has retired from 
public life, not necessarily for good, for those 
who know him know that itis impossible 
for him to remain inactive as long as his 
vigorous, well-equipped mind is permitted to 
control his actions, 

He is one of the remarkable men of this 
day. While ripe in years, his mental vigor 
is as strong as in former days; and while he 
is not physically able to work as he once did, 
he still knows just as well how it ought to 
be done, and when it is being done wrong. 
His work on the railroad commission has 
been the crowning glory of all his efforts, 
and he never made a failure at anything, 

When he was first appointed he had a 
difficult problem to solve—one that required 
wise men to handle. He was made chair- 
man of the commission, and his perfect 
knowledge of railroad management made 
him at once familiar with the duties of his 
office. He plied the knife to rates with the 
nerve of a surgeon, and stood like a rock 
against complaint. 

If the railroads were assailed unjustly, he 
exhibited the same grit and firmnessin de- 
fending them. His position was always un- 
assailable, because he was always hedged in 
and fully entrenched by the law on one side 
and justice on the other. The people re- 
spected his judgment when he spoke for the 
railroads, because they knew he was honest 
in his convictions and knew about what he 
talked. 

He has led a stormy life, and never was 
quiet on any issue. He will not remain so, 
we predict, if he deems it his duty to speak 
out, and his life is spared, which we hope it 
will be for many days.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


The So-Called Artesian Well, 

EDIToRS CONSTITUTION: The so-called artesian 
well has been represented to our citizens, by its 
projecters and advocates, inso many conflicting 
phases, that it would require more of your space, 
and more of my time, to discussall of them, than 
either can conveniently give. From my 
standpoint, the entire cost of this ili- 
advised experiment—amounting to about $58,000, 
drawn from over-burdened tax-payers—is a total 
loss. I say ill-advised experiment, for the suffi- 
cient reason that there was neither search nor in- 
quiry made by the city council, in the inception or 
prosecution of the experiment, for a successful 
precedent of a flowing well, bored in the “‘ancient 
rocks,” such as underlie Atlanta. As the object 
and promise of the experiment was a flowing well, 
such search and inquiry would have averted this 
great loss, as there is no recorded precedent in 
the world of a flowing well bored 
in the metamorphic rocks with topo- 
graphical conditions similar to those which 
environ Atlanta. 

I refer briefly to one of the phases of the com- 
pleted experiment. When the present pumping 
machinery was put into operation, it was asserted 
that ninety per cent of the water pumped was 
drawn fromthe vein, or water-bearing fissure, 
1,160 feet below the surface. This assertion was 
repeated by the board of health intheir report of 
1888, and again by Rudoiph Hering 
in his able report of November, 1889. It would 
appear from your report of the conference of the 
executive committee of the water board, chair- 
man of the waterworks committee of the 
council, and Messrs. Baum and Kimball, held on 
Monday at the waterworks office, that a further 
expenditure is imminent in seeking after the 
mising ten (10) per cent of water, due from the 
deep fissure. 

This reputed supply, from the 1,160 feet vein, is 
obviously a delusion. On February 14, 1835, the 
supply from this fissure was tested, and the 
test was witrmessed by Mayor Hillyer, mem- 
bers of council, and a few citizens. The 
supply, within reach of the present pump—say, at 
235 feet depth—did not exceed four (4) gallons 
per minute. At 540 feet depth, with hydrostatic 
pressure, due to a head of 370 feet, the supply was 
twenty (20) gallons per miuute.

Governor Has Accepted the Resigna- 
tion of}Major Campbell Wallace, and Has 
Appointed a Successor, ) 

The resignation of Major Campbell Wallace 
and Governor rordon’s appointment of Colonel 
James W. Robertson to suceed him, as chair- 
gnan of the railr ad commission, was the sen- 
ation at the capitol yesterday. 

Ever since THE CONSTITUTION announced 
Major Wallace's intention to resign, the ques- 
tion of who would succeed him has been freely 
discussed, and although Colonel Robertson's 
pame had been mentioned for the position, his 
appointment created a good deal of surprise. 

And it created a great deal of satisfaction. 

Although Major Campbell Wallace wrote 
out his resignation on the 22d of the month, he 
decided to hold it over until after the settle- 
ment of the Shady Dale case. . On the after-

noon of last Tuesday, when that matter was 
disposed of, he sent the following communica- 
tion to Governor Gordon: 

RAILROAD COMMISSION OF GEORGIA, ATLANTA 
January 22, 1890.—His Excellency, John B. Cer- 
@on, Governor—My Dear Sir: It is with reluctance 
that I herewith request the acceptance of my res- 
ignation as a member of the Georgia railroad 
commission, to take effect on Friday, the 3ist in- 
Btant. 

It is not without a painful struggle that I thus 
sever my official connection with one whom I not 
only so highly respect but love as a brother, and 
one who merits the sincere affection and highest 
honor inthe gift of the people of Georgia. Res- 
pectfully yours, CAMPBELL WALLACE. 

From several conversations had with Major 
Wallace, Governor Gordon felt assured that 
no persuasion on his part would induce Major 
Wallace to reconsider his decision. He, there- 
fore, accepted the resignation in the following 
letter: 

ATLANTA, Ga., January 29, 1890.--Major Camp- 
bell Wallace, Atlanta, Ga.—My Dear Sir: I hereby 
acknowledge the receipt of your communication 
of the 22d instant, in which you ask me to accept 
your resignation as a member of the Georgia rail- 
road commission, to take effect on Friday, the 31st 
day of January, 1890, 

You have been a member of the commission 
ever since its organization, and I do not mistake 
or exaggerate the facts when I say that the con- 
Rdence reposed in the commission by the people, 
and the frequent submission of the railway in- 
cerporations of the state has been largely due to 
your recognized integrity and to your acknowl- 
edged experience and ability in railroad affairs.

the railroad commission a success and insured its 
continuance as a permanent body in the govern- 
ment of the state. 

Iaccept your resignation with reluctance and 
sincere regrét, as ilhad hoped that your official 
tenure as chairman of the railroad commission 
would outlast my own as executive of the state. 

Cordially reciprocating the respect and affec- 
tion you have expressed for me, I am very sin- 
cerely, your friend, JOHN B. GORDON,

tion, Governor Gordon retired to his offiee and 
passed several hours considering the appoint- 
ment of a successor. Yesterday morning the 
formal notice of the appointment was made out 
and forwarded to the appointee. 

Colonel Robertson has not yet had time to 
notify the governor of his willingness to 
accept the position, though his consent was 
doubtless made known privately, as his ap- 
pointment and commission were made cut at 
the same time.

inting Colonel Robertson, Governor Gordon 
is made an excellent choice.

TO THE KIMBALL HOUSE BELL BOY 
YESTERDAY 


And Pays a Boot-Black Five Dollars to Shine 
His Shoes—He Tests Atlanta Artists in 
Mixed Drinks, but Plays His Part Well.

Two engagements in one city—a play upon ! 


the stage and a frolic upon the town. 
. That was Emmet’s record in Atlanta yester- 
ay. 

When the curtain went down at DeGive’s, 
Wednesday night, Emmet went off the stage 
Smiling and happy. 

He had received an ovation. His play had 
never been seen in Atlanta before, but he had, 
and his name was enough to draw a full 
house. The play proved a good 
one—just such a play as gave the 
great comedian a fine opportunity to show the 
great work he can do. In it he surpassed him- 
self and delighted the audience, adding many, 
many friends to his long list in Atlanta. 

Happy over his conquest, Emmet arose yes- 
terday morning for a late breakfast, and then 
later in the day began mingling with friends 
about the hotel and upon the streets. In the 
afternoon he entered the Kimbail house bar 
and invested in a Manhattan cocktail. The 
drink seemed to arouse an appetite for more, 
and in a short time Emmet’s step was uncer- 
tain and unsteady. So uncertain was it 
tbat those who saw him _ speculated 
as to the cause until it was observed that he 
was making frequent visits to the saloon. 
Then Mr. Emmet’s walk was understood, 
amd those about the hotel remarked: 

‘There will be no ‘Fritz in the Mad House’ 
at DeGive’s tonight.”’ 

But they were not acquainted with Emmet. 

The star of the combination played his part 


*well about the hotel, giving amusement to 


many and securing much advertising—of a 
rather unenviable sort. 

As his drinks increased, Mr. Emmet grew 
happier, and amused himself by talking Ger- 
man to the Kimball house bell boys. The 
negroes did not understand the language, but 
they enjoyed it very much. 

So did the large crowd around Mr. Emmet. 

The Kimball house has bootblacks near the 
wash room, and does not allow the street 
shiners inside the building. In some way Mr. 
Emmet learned this, and, going upon the 
street, induced one to follow him. 

‘*I’ll give you five dollars to come in and 
shine my shoes,’’ he said. 

The offer was tempting,and the shine with his 
box over hisshoulder,followed him. Mr. Emmet 
led the way into the billiard hall, and there 
the boy began earning his five. All the time 
the boy was at work, Mr. Emmet was taiking— 
talking in Dutch, French, Spanish and Eng- 
lish. eand the bootblack proved a happy 
drawing combination, and a large crowd 
gathered around them. 

About 5 o’clock, however, he accompanied 
one of the hotel] clerks to the elevatorand went 
up to his room, where he remained an 
hour ortwo. When he came down there was 
no apparent change in his condition, and many 
thought the play would not be on. 

At the usual time, however, the opera house 
doors were opened, and the audience, ignorant 
of the situation, filed in until the house was 
full. Then, upon time, Mr. Emmet mounted 
the stairway leading to the stage, but from the 
hotel he was accompanied by a member of the 
troop. 

In front of the curtain was an audience anx- 
iously awaiting Mr. Emmet’s appearance. 

Behind the curtain a stormy little scene was 
being rehearsed, but just what it was no one 
seems to know. 

Along the rear seats a row composed of those 
who knew the sitnation was anxiously wait- 
ing to see the denouement, and as one of these 
wentin he asked the doorkeeper if Emmet 
had come. Mr. Emmet’s man was standing 
near and remarked: 

**Yes, he’s come and he’ll play. I’ve seen 
him play when he’s fullerthan that. Just as 
soon as he gets before them footlights he’ll so- 
ber up. There’s something in those lights 
that seems to straighten him.” 

The bell tapped and the curtain went up. 
For five minutes the play went along with the 
support upon the stage. Then Mr. Emmet 
made his appearance at the head of a stair, 
and, with a hand upon the railing, looked 
down upon those below. He stood perfectly 
still fora minute, and then walked back into 
the wings. A few minutes later he came out, 
and worked a scene with his uncle as 
snecessfully and carefully as upon the 
previous evening. Im the scene he tosses a 
garment upon a table, and then as he arises 
lifts the piece of wearing apparel off. In doing 
this, Mr. Emmet swept the table clear of 
every ornament upon it. 

To those who knew nothing of the afternoon 
at the Kimball that was a part of the play. 

To those in the back of the audience it

The first act closses with an interesting 
scene, and here Mr. Emmet’s work, although 
extremely fine, was a little uncertain.

And while out of jail he had a fine opportu- 
nity to leave, but would not do so. 

A few days ago—the jailers, in their anxiety 
to keep the matter a profound secret, refuse to 
say just when—Coffee appeared at the jail door 
rattling the iron ring and exclaiming’: 

“Let me out, please.” 

“Here’s a lawyer what wants to go out,” 
came from a half-dozen prisoners at the same 
instant. 

A new man went to the jail door and looking 
in saw a large, fine-looking man undera silk 
hat standing justinside the bars. The officer 
unbolted the door, and jerking it open, stepped 
to one side, letting Coffee pass out. As the 
prisoner stepped through the door he re- 
marked: 

“Thank you.”

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4 MAN ARRESTED CHARGED WITH 
STEALING BOOKS 


From His Benefactor—Mr. V. E. Orr Loses a 
Large Quantity of School Books, and De- 
tectives Catch the Man. . 


A literary venture. 

That was the enterprise that got Mr. R. 
Richards behind the bars at the station house. 

They found him coming out of Mr. V. E. 
Orr’s office yesterday with a bundle of twenty- 
one books under his arm. They arrested him 
and carried him to the statiou house, where 
he was locked up to await a further hearing. 

Mr. Orr keeps constantly on hand several 
thousand dollars’ worth of books, being agent 
for A. 8. Barnes & Co., of New York. A few 
days ago he began to investigate, and found 
that there was a large quantity of books miss- 
ing from his stock. 

He reported the matter to the police depart- 
ment, and the men were put on the watch. 

A GOOD PIECE OF DETECTIVE WORK 
followed, and Detectives Cason and Bedford 
soon had the thief spotted. At Gavin’s 
auction house, No. 11 Mitchell 
street, they found some books 
displayed that were published by A. 8. Barnes 
& Co. They examined the books and found 
that they were almost, if not quite, new; and 
the suspicions of the wide-awake detectives 
were aroused and they followed the clew. 

On inquiry they learned that Mr. Gavin had 
purchased the books froma Frenchman, and 
he had been bringing them there and offering 
them for sale for three months, and the de- 
scription he gave tallied exactly with 
that of theman whom they suspected of being 
the pilferer. 

They then proceeded to investigate further 
and found 765 volumes, all from the same 
house, that had been sold by the same man. 
They carried the books to the station house, 
and during the afternoon began a systematic 
search for the thief. 

They waited near Mr. Orr’s office, and late 
in the evening they found their man, R. 
Richards, standing in Mr. Orr’s repository 
with the bundle in his hand, and they placed 
him under arrest. 

They learned, upon inquiry, that Richards 
came to Atlanta some months ago and went to 
Mr. Orr with a pitiful tale of distress. He 
said he was a professor of languages, but, be- 
ing poorly clad, and down in the world, he 
would not apply for a position. Mr. Orr sym- 
pathized with him and kimdiy allowed him 
room in his office, paying his board during the 
time. 

Richards reciprocated by beginning a sys- 
tematic robbery of the book repository and since 
that time he has carried off a large number of 
books and sold them for a smallamount, keep- 
ing himself in cash, while his benefactor was 
feeding him and giving him the privilege of 
the oftice. The 765 volumes were worth from 
$1.50 to $2 each, and Mr. Gavin had purchased 
the lot for between $30 and $40. 

The cause is a strange one, and Richards is 
thought to be living under an assumed name. 
The case will be fully investigated. 

HE REFUSES TO TALK. 

In his cellin the station house last night, 
Richards refused to talk, saying that he would 
talk teday. He appears to bea very shrewd 
fellow, and is evidently a foreigner. He 
speaks with a French accent, but will not tell 
where he came from. 

In avague sort of way, he clai to have. 
been a newspaper man, and still claiams to be 
an associate editor of the Georgia Leader. He 
protests his innocence and says that he will be 
able to prove itin good time. 


Attempted Suicide.—Rufus Jones, a mechanic, 
attempted suicide at his home on Eaat Fair street, 
Wednesday night. He had a small package of 
morphine, which was supposed to contain four- 
teen grains. Really, it only contained one-fourth 
grain. Consequently, Jones failed to kill himself. 
He left home yesterday morning, with the threat 
on his lips that he would take hislife, but those 
who‘know him doubted his sincerity in making the 
threat. His twin brother, Remus Jones, committed 
suicide some years ago, and Rufus seemed 
to be trying to emulate his example. 

But as one-eighth grain is an ordinary dose, and 
one-fourth grain is nothing unusual; the chances 
are that he was fbluffing. Mrs. Jones, who is a 
most excellent lady, was very much troubled 
about his conduct, but after she found out it was 
a game of bluff she was more resigned, despite 
the fact that he avowed his intention to destroy 
himself when he left home.

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CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. | 


MRS. EDDY EXPLAINS THE DOC- 
| TRINES OF FAITH CURE. 
A Large Audience of Ladies Listened to Her 
Words and Were Greatly Impressed by 
What They Heard. 


Mrs. Marie Williams Eddy, one of the high 
priestesses among the Christain scientists, ex- 
plained the tenets of her faith yesterday after- 
noon at the Gate City Guard armory. 

Mrs. Eddy expected that perhaps fifty peo- 
ple might collect to hear her expound the doc- 
trines of the new faith, and she therefore con- 
sidered that the parlor of the armony would be 
amply large enough to accommodate the 
audience. She found, however, that the re- 
-ports of many cures by faith have excited 
more interest in Atlanta than was expected, 
and the room she had engaged was capable of 
holding only a fraction of the people who 
crowded to hear the lecture. 

Owing to some misunderstanding a great 
many people thought the lecture would com- 
mence at 3 o'clock, while others thought it 
would not begin until4. Mrs. Eddy herself 
understood she was to speak at 4, and she, 
therefore, did not arrive until afew minutes 
previous to that hour. 

At 3 o'clock every seat in the parlor was 
taken, and by a quarter past chairs were at @ 
premium. Some ladies went to the shops near 
the armory and returned with small boys be- 
hind them carrying anything they could ob- 
tain which could beconverted intoa resting 
place. At half past 3 the air of the parlor 
had become suffocating, and the ladies had 
given up struggling for admission and were 
formed into a semi-circle about the big folding 
doors. 

A few minutes before 4 o’clock Mrs. Eddy 
arrived, accompanied by her friend and co-re- 
ligionist, Mrs. R. P. Spaulding. When the 
crowd realized who the new-comers were, they 
parted as well as they could and left a narrow 
passage through which the two ladies made 
their way to tle upper end of the room, where 
a smal! space had been left for the speaker. 

Mrs. Eddy is a strikingly handsome woman, 
her face showing much character and the un- 
mistakable imprint of a thoughtful mind. 

In a few words, Mrs. Spaulding introduced 
Mrs. Eddy. 

Then there was more trouble about chairs. 
After considerable difficulty, a number were 
obtained from the First Methodist church, and 
then Mrs. Eddy announced that she would 
continue her lecture in the big hall, and a gen- 
eral scramble ensued. 

When the audience was finally seated ina 
semi-circle at the end of the armory hall, Mrs. 
Eddy began her lecture in earnest. She spoke 
forcibly, but her voice, though soft and sweet, 
was better adapted to the parlor than the great 
hall. Her gestures were few and very grace- 
ful, and when not using her hands to enforce 
some argument, she held them quietly in front 
of her. 

Mrs. Eddy said that many cruel and unjust 
things were said concerning the Christian 
science by people who knew nothing of the sub- 
ject. It was nocraze, she claimed, and there 
was no foolishness about the belief. It is a 
principle just as much as mathematics, and 
equally demoustratable. 

Medicine, she said, was no science, because 
it never acted on two pvople in the same way, 
and one of the great evils of the day was that 
hundreds of people were being doctored to 
death. Mrs. Eddy then went to the Bible for 
the authority under which the Christian scient- 
ists exist, and showed how the Savior, insend- 
ing his disciples away from him, ordered them 
to heal the sick and preach the gospel. That 
they have ever since that time preached 
the gospel, Mrs. Eddy allowed, but she 
claimed that they had left undone his order, 
and by want of faith had ceased or lost the 
power of healing the sick. 

She then gave a full exposition of what per- 
fect faith could accomplish, and gave many 
instances of wonderful cures. Some of the 
audience came from curiosity, and as soon as 
it was gratified by seeing Mrs. Eddy, they left.

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MORGAN AND PUTNAM COUNTY 
FOLKS FIGURING ON A ROAD. 


The Columbus Southern—East Tennessee 
Schedule—An Old Locomotive—All Over 
the State. 


Eatonton to Madison. 

That’s what Morgan and Putnam county 
people are figuring on just now, and with fair 
prospects of success. 

The project is not a new one, and a number 
of abortive efforts have been made in that 
direction. They failed always through lack of 
organization. 

The building of the Covington and Macon 
has revived interest in the matter. It is un- 
derstood that active solicitation will begin 
soon all along the line. 

It will cost comparatively little, as there is 
only one stream to cross—and that a very small 
one—and there is a natural plain-level grade 
from Eatonton to Madison. 

The route was surveyed once, and it was es- 
timated that the average cost would be con- 
siderably less than $8,000 a mile. It is about 
twenty-five to twenty-eight miles long. 

The East Tennessee Schedule. 

Complaint has become general, of late, 
about the schedules on the East_ Tennessee. 
The through travel, as well as the local, is 
concerned. 

Through passengers complain of having to 
wait seven hours in Atlanta. The say that in 
Cincinnati the East Tennessee advertises a 
schedule of twenty-eight hours between that 
city and Jacksonville, and that instead of 
making a close connection here, according to 
programme, there is almost invariably a delay 
of seven hours. 

A general change of schedule goes into ef- 
fect on the East Tennessee next Sunday, and 
this trouble will probably be bridged over. 

One change, announced definitely but un- 
officially, will be of great benefit to local 
travel. A train is to leave here at 5:45 a. m., 
arriving at Jesup at 2:30, Brunswick 4:30, 
Jacksonville 6:30. 

The same train connects at McDonough with 
the morning train on the Georgia Midland, 
arriving in Columbus at 10 o’clock a. m. 
This will be especially important to southwest 
Georgia, and of great advantage to passengers 
for Columbus or other points on the Georgia 
Midland. 

The Oldest Locomotive. 

It is said that a Georgia railroad man has 
now in his possession the oldest locomotive in 
existence. 

Certainly it is a very old engine—one of the 
oldest, if not the oldest. Itisowned by Mr. 
J.G. Eckman, an engineer on the Savannah 
and Western. The locomotive was manufac- 
tured in England in 1825, and, of course, is a 
very clumsy affair when compared to the 
splendid specimens of workmanship turned 
out from the machine shops of the present day. 
Mr. Eckman’s father won the locomotive at a 
raffie many years ago, and when his son be- 
came an engineer, presented it tohim. Mr. 
Eckman values the locomotive very highly. 

The Columbus Southern.

A large force of hands is now engaged in lay- 
ing track fourand a half miles this side of 
Dawson, and overa mile of track is being put 
down per day. .The road has been graded all 
the way to Albany, and will be completed to 
that city by the 15th day of March.

Reported Dead Is Found to Be Alive in

received the night before from Avondale, Ala.: 

AVONDALE, Ala., December 22.—([Special.}—A 

ng man, SUppPore dto be Frank Curry, was-run 
over and killed here by the Alabama Great South- 
ern freight train. Nothing can be learned of him 
gaye in his pocket was found a recommendation | 
from H. W. Grady, Stating that he was a Georgian. 
and a graduate of the university of Georgia. The 
sed also had some letters in his pocket ad- 
dressed to Colonel Frank Z. Curry. He ig a tall 
gan, weighing about 175 pounds, blue eyes and 
dark hair. This is as far asean be learned of him. 

There is some mystery about the above. It 
has developed that Mr. Curry is not only not 
dead, but is living and doing well in Meridian, 
Miss. 

When Mr. Curry’s mother, who lives in 
Hampton, saw the above telegram, she imme- 
diately requested a son-in-law to go to~ Avyon- 
dale to investigate the. matter. She was 
prostrated with grief, believing that, her son. 
was certainly dead. Her son-in-law went to 
Avondale, but could find no trace of the*miss- 
ing Curry or anything about his deat. 
On the other hand hej was notified 
that no man had been killed at 
Avondale at that time. While theresome one 
told him that Curry had passed through on his 
way to Mississippi. 

Going thence, Mr. Curry’s brother-in-law 
met the object of his search in Meridian, and 
asked him how it was that the report had got- 
ten out about him. 

“J don’t know,’’ replied Curry. “I can’t 
see how such a report could have been sent off. 
Ihave not beenin any accident, and don’t 
know anything about it.” 

Mr. Curry’s brother-in-law returned to 
Hampton and relieved his distressed mother 

by informing her that he had found her son, 
whom she supposed to be dead. 

As stated before, there is a mystery about 
the announcement of Curry’s death. He 
formerly lived in Hampton, and while there 
was THE CONSTITUTION’S correspondent, and 
was supplied with stationcry to send ; corre- 
spondence to the paper. A short while before 
leaving Hampton he hada rupture with, his 
father about some matter that the son did not 


where to live, departed. 

The above report of his death came to THE 
CONSTITUTION on the stationery. sent out by 
the paper to its correspondents. Avondale is 
a suburb of Birmingham, but theitem was not 
sent by our Birmingham correspondent. 

The report, coming as it did upen the 
regular stationery of the paper, in a printed 
envelop addressed to THE CONSTITUTION, 
such as is supplied to our correspondents, the 
telegraphic editor did not question its au- 
thenticity, but inserted it as above. 

Who wrote it ? 

That is the question. 

When Mr. Curry passed through Atlanta he 
called on Mr. Grady, with a mutual friend, 
who told him that the former was going to 
Mississippi. He wanted a letter of introduc- 
tion from Mr. Grady, thinking that it might 
do him good, whereupon the noble Grady at 
once. addressed a ‘‘To whom it.may concern” 
letter, commending Mr. Curry to the public. 
That is how he had a letter from Mr, Grady in 
his pocket, and if anybody knew it was there 
except Mr. Curry himself, the information 
qwust have been given through the holder.

THE GENERAL PRESENTMENTS SUB- 
MITTED TO THE COURT. 


A Red Hot Document That Jumps On to 
the Jail Committee with Both Feet and 
Contains Many Recommendations. 


The grand jury presentments, for the fall 
term of Fulton superior court, were handed in 
yesterday. 

The document is a scorcher. 

It starts out with a forcible reminder to the 
county officials that the presentments of the 
last jury have been unheeded, and suggests 
that if this course is to be persued, that the 
recommendations of the grand jury are use- 
less, and are but as the crackling of thorns 
undera pot. The attention of the presiding 
judge is called to this fact. 

A fine compliment is paid to Superintendent 
Hope, of the county almshouse, and it is 
recommended that his salary be increased to 
$100 per month. The condition of affairs at 
the almshouse is spoken of in the highest 
terms of gratification. The matron is also 
spoken of as being fully capable. 

The addition to the courthouse is recom- 
mended, and in that recommendation the pro- 
priety of a better arrangement of offices, and 
a more secluded room for the grand jury, and 
better furniture and fixtures for the same are 
urged. 


STRIKING THE JAIL. 

The grand jury hits it hard. A long quota- 
tion from an article that recently appeared in 
THE CONSTITUTION from the pen of Judge John 
L.. Hopkins, in regard to jail reform, is quoted 
at length. 

The jail is characterized as a blot upon the 
good name of Fulton conty. ‘‘Everything that 
Judge Hopkin’s condemns, we condemn,”’ 
reads the document, ‘‘and shall continue to do 
so until a new jail is erected more in accordance 
with the civilization of this country. We 
recommend with all the earnestness we are 
capable that a new jail, sucha one as we need, 
and one amply able to provide shall be built at 
once.’”’ 

Attention is called to the dark, narrow, and 
crooked stairway leading to the women’s 
quarters, which, in case of fire, 
is the only egress and might 
occasion loss of life that would be inexcusable. 

The condition of the open water closets, con- 
Stantly admitting sewer gas, is spoken of as 
‘death traps that ought not to exist a single 
day.’’ Wetfind nospitoonsin the jail. The 
hot air floor through which all the heat comes 
rrom the furnace is used for a spitoon, and is 
filthy beyond oxpression.’’ 

IMPRISONED CHILDREN. 

The grand jury protests against the cruelty 
of contining children a “mere babes with 
hardened conseionces.”’ A protest is made 
against the imperfect ventilation, the lack of, 
chance for those disposed to keep decent and 
free from vermin, and against allowing the 
stronger prisoners to whip the weaker ones 
with straps, as they were informed had been 
done with extreme cruelty. Attention is 
called to the fact that prisoners are frequently 
compelled to sleep on the damp or wet floors, 
without sufficientcover. The complaint of the 
prisoners that the meat is half cooked 
the bread stale, and often sour, and an insuf- 
ficiency of vegetable food, the grand jury says 
they found easily and amply verified. 

The fact that the United States prisoners 
have more food, cleaner quarters and. the 
privilege of the yard on pleasant days, is 
spoken of, and Judge Hopkins’s saying, that 
“only the grave should rob God’s creatures of 
pure air and bright sunlight,’’ is heartily in- 
dorsed. It is estimated that the cost of feed- 
ing prisoners does not exceed ten cents a day, 
and it is recommended that the county employ 
do competent jailor and feed its own prison- 

s. 


ON THE ROAD QUESTION, 
the grand jury recommends improvement of a 
number of thoroughfares that are almost fim- 
passable. Most of the roads and bridges in the 
county are found in fair condition. 

The county convict camps were found in 
good condition and the convicts well cared for 
and no recommendation is made. 

The state convict camps were found in splen- 
did condition, and no recomendations are 
made. 

RECOMMENDING PARDONS. 

The committee of the grand jury, however, 
recommends that the governor pardon Alex 
McMillan, who has served six years from 
Baldwin county for murder; Rose Henderson, 
ten years fo infanticide, and Henrietta Green, 
twenty years for the same offense, all being 
life sentences. 

The books of the justices and notaries pub’ 
lic were found neatly and correctly kept. 

The movent to establish a house of ref- 
uge for juvenile criminals is heartily indorsed. 

The judges, Marshall J. Clarke and Richard 
H. Clark, are thanked for their able services 
to the public,as are Mr. Charles D. Hill, solici- 
tor-general, and his assistant, Mr, Mr. John 
Monaghan, whose Salary is recommended to 
be increased to $100 per month. 

It is recommended that the presentments be 
published in the city papers.

GLANDERS AT FORT GAINES. 


The Fort Gaines Live Stock Is Threatened 
With the Discase. 


The glanders has again made its appearance 
in southwest Georgia, and Commissioner 
Henderson, after thoroughly investigating the 
subject, issues the following circular: 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTUE, ATLANTA, Ga., 
January 29.—To the Farmers and Stock Owners of 
Georgia: Some days since, information reached 
me thata disease, resembling glanders, existed in 
certain sections of southwest Georgia. For con- 
sultation I called in Dr. J. N. Cook, an ex- 
perienced veterinary surgeon. After that confer- 
ence I deemed it one of such grave importance as 
to demand ore action. Consequently, Dr. 
Cook was sent to the section, said to he infected. 
I give below his report and advise a strict com- 
pliance with his suggestions. A well defined case 
of gianders should be disposed of without delay. 
Kill the diseased animal. There is no Cure for it. 

As a precaution, I would advise farmers and 
owners of stock, to have their stables and stalls 
thoroughly cleansed, and use a wash composed of 
lime, with carbolic acid, sufficient to make it 
strong, and applied as~yon wouid whitewash,

ATLANTA, Ga., January 29, 1890.—Hon. J. T. 
Henderson, Commissioner of Agriculture, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Dear Sir: Obedient to your instructions to 
investigate a disease among the live stock of 
southwest Georgia, I went to Fort Gaines on the 
25th instant, and learned that occasionally a horse 
or mule has been affected with a disease of malig- 
nant form, always resulting in death. I could find 
only one case, that of a mule, that showed symp- 
toms similar to those that had already died. The 
mule has glanders in a chronic form and should at 
once be put to death. The first case noticed was 
last fall in a Texas pony, in a carload. 

The case reported from O lethorpe, Macon 
county, in a mule, was destroyed a few days since. 
So far, that is the only case reported in that sec- 
tion. is disease seems to have a pretty stron 
hold in southwest Georgia, and without promp 
measures to stamp it out serious losses may yet oc- 
cur in that section. predation 4 pours.

: NEXT SEASON’S COTTON BAGGIGN. 


Hon. W, J. Northen, Chairman of the Cotton 


Committee, Issues a Circular. 

The following circular letter has been 
issued by Hon. W. J. Northen, chairman of 
the committee of cotton bagging. It will in- 
terest every cotton planter in Georgia: The 
cireular reads: 

At the session of the State Alliance, held at 
Macon, last August, the committee on cotton 
bagging was continued, with instructions to pro- 
vide a' sufficient supply of cotton bagging for the 
crop of the coming season. 

AS soon thereafter,as an expression could be 
received fromthe different alliances throughout 
the state, endorsing this action, the committee 
was Called together for the purpose of making 
suitable arrangements for the manufacture of 
standard cotton bagging. as 

Since that time, the national convention at St. 
Louis adopted cotton bagging as the covering for 
the next crop and urged its general use by the 
members of the National Alliance. 

I am now prepared to report that manufacturérs 
in this state who undertook the supply of cotton 
bagging the past season will supply farmers with 
Standard cotton bagging, to be forty-four inches 
wide and to weigh not less than twelve ounces. 

The manufacture will not be commenced until 
the mills have received suflicient orders to justify 
the necessary changes of machinery. Orders will 
not be accepted unless accompanied by sufficient 
and satisfactory guarantee for payment, either in 
cash or negotiable paper. 

Orders may be addressed to West Point mills at 
West Point, Ga.r Crown mills at Dalton, Ga., or 
Sibley mills at Augusta, Ga. The Sibley mills 
will supply the necessary amount of bagging for 
long staple cotton. Iam advised that the Co- 
operative Manufacturing company of DeKalb 
county, Ga., John E. Maguire, Lithonia, general 
manager, will fill orders for cotton bagging made 
at the mills of the company, on Yellow river. 
Prices will be named as orders are received. 

The officers of each county alliance are requested 
to make these facts known at once to the members 
of their organizations and urge prompt and proper 
action. 

Delay on the part of farmers gave much trouble 
and made much confusion during the last season. 
All this can be avoided by immediate action as 
herein advised.

The Germens in Africa. 

ZANZIBAR, January 30.—The private com- 
mercial house of Vohsen and Paul, acting in 
behalf of the German East African company, 
are founding commercial factories on the west 
coast system. If the project proves success- 
ful it will bring about the destruction of the 
monoply of trade, which British and Indian 
merchants have held for centuries. Advices 
from Mozambique state that the Portuguese 
are acquiring as much territory as possible 
pending the limitation of the boundries of 
their districts.
